The specification snail conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming :;he subject niatter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The preamble "use of the light -emitt ing device defines in 
claim 1..." is not consistent with the preamble of base claim 1. 
It remains vague as to how claim 12 further narrows the scope of 
base claim no . 1 . 

4. In view of the amendment filed on 03/03/03, claims 1-3, 5, 
7-11, 13-18, 20, 21, 23 and newly presented claim 24 become 
allowable .
